means 
of 


sending despatches either by wireless 
or code either from this country or 
any of the Central or South American 
countries. 
If the government detec- 


tives will pursue- their investigations 


• far enough they would probably find 


a well established line of wireless sta- 
tions from Ihe southern"- boundary ol 
the United States, 
from 
which the 


news can be sent da:ly to the enemy. 


One way of keeping such informa- 


tion from getting to Germany is to 
have government officials 
themselves 


eierciee greater caution. Even with 
in a few days one of the department 
gave out information 
about

equipment being prepared

land. 
That is but giving a lip to tl 


enemy who is evidently more or le: 
in touch with all our activities. 


therefore, do well to have inese facts 
ready to offer without delay on enter- 
ing the polling booths.
